Just before adjournment representa- 
tives of Auburn and the University of 
Georgia, which resigned this season, 
and of the Georgia School of Technol- 
ogy, which withdrew about two years 
ago, obtained the floor and formally 
requested the association to admit 
them to membership again. This was 
granted with cheers. Georgia Tech’s 
applicatioh followed the adoption of a 
resolution by the association disclaim- 
ing “any intention by the executive 
committee of reflecting upon the integ- 
rity of the investigation about two 
years ago by the presdent of Georgia 
Tech,” in the case of James Preas, a 
student charged with professionalism, 
whom the committee debarred from 
participation in athletics. An apelogy 
was extended to the school “for any 
offense the committee’s action may 
have carried.” 

' Southern Conference, 


The membership of the couthern con- 
ference, which was formed to enforce 
the one-year resident rule for football 
players, was increased to eight later in 
the day, when the University of South 
Carolina joined the organization. 

The institutions which participated in 
organizing the Southern Conference 
are Alabama Polytechnic institute (Au- 
burn); the state universities of Geor- 
gia, Tennessee and Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi A. & M. college, Clemson college 
and Georgia School of Technology. The 
organizers decided to limit the mem: 
bership to twelve schools; to require a 
residence of one year before a student 
shall be eligible to play on football 
teams of the institutions affiliated and 
to prohibit any conference member 
from playing football against any non- 
member college which does not enforce 
the one-year rule, at the expiration of 
existing contracts. 

Thomas Bragg, of Auburn, was elect- 
ed temporary chairman of the confer- 
ence and 8S. V. Sanford, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, temporary secretary. 

Organizers of the conference stated at 
the convention that they would support

For eight and two-thirds innings not a 
St. Louis player was able to come 
through with anything that resembled 
a base hit. With two down in the ninth, 
when everything seemed all over, but 
the shouting, Shortstop Butler, of the 
Cardinals, connected safely, and all of 
Alexander’s great work was in vain, as 
far as getting his name in the list of 
no-hit hurlers, 

Three weeks later Alexander put on 
another great exhibition of eo 
Working against the Brooklyn club, 
a mighty good team of hitters, he al- 
lowed only one hit. Not until Wheat 
faced him in the eighth inning had the 
Dodgers been able to connect safely 
with his delivery. In fact, not a player

Merkle Spoils Record, 


Fred Merkle will always Le remem- 
ered by Alexander, for it was his dou- 
ble in the game of July 6 that spoiled 
another perfect exhibition of pitching. 
In the second inning of the game, whic 
the Phillies won by the score of 5 to 0, 
Merkle hit cleanly for two bases. Little 
was thought of the drive at the time. 
When the smoke cleared away at the 


\close of the contest the box score re- 


vealed the fact that Merkle was the 
only New York player to get on, for 
once again Alexander had perfect con- 
trol, and his team played errorless ball. 

Alexander’s final game of the sea- 
son, and fourth one-hit game of the 
year, was staged under most unusual 
conditions. The Phillies were sched- 
uled to play Boston in that ay on 
September 29. The Boston Americans 
had just finished a long stay at home. 
The American league schedule gave 
Carrigan’s team a three-day rest. Prac- 
tically every member of the Boston Red 
Sox journeyed out to the Braves’ field 
that afternoon to see the. Phillies in 
action, with Alexander doing the pitch- 
ing. For weeks all the Bostonians saw 
on the sport page was the name Alex- 
ander. 

All critics insisted that the team 
that won the American pennant would 
find “Alex” unbeatable, in case the 
Phillies won the right .to represent the 
National league. Only one or two of 
the Red Sox players had ever seen 
Alexander pitch. A majority: of the 
athletics have never seen the Philly 
star.

Jimmy Lavender, of the Chicago 
Cubs, who pitched many a great game 
for that club, came into his own on 
August 31.

PEACE COUNCIL ROW. 


When Honest Members Learn- 
ed of German Plot They 
Rebelled. 


New York, December 11.—A quarrel 
which rent labor’s national peace coun- 
cil into two antagonistic factions was 
stated today by federal officers to have 
been largely responsible for the un- 
covering of an alleged conspiracy in- 
volving Franz von Rintelen to_insti- 
gate strikes in munitions factories. 

According to this statement,.a num- 
ber of the members of the council 
joined the organizatiom believing if 
was a body formed to work impartial- 
ly in the interests of peace. Later they 
discovered, it is said, that an inner ring 
of German sympathizers and agents 
of Von Rintelen intended to use the 
council as a means to further the strike 
propaganda. 

When the government started its in- 
vestigation into the activities of Von 
Rintelen several men, who had been 
officials of the peace council and had 
resigned, placed at the disposal of the 
federal authorities a mass of informa- 
tion regarding the inner workings of 
the council. 

P. Straube, secretary, is said to 
have been one of these men. He is 
due from Chicago tomorrow, and will 
be one of the principal witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury next week. 

Samuel Gompers, president. of the 
American Federation of Labor, will be 
another witness. 

In one important-respect the investi- 
gations of the government into the 
work of German agents has been 
brought 0 a halt. Agents of the de- 
partment of justice said today it was 
improbable that any action would be 
taken in regard to the securing of false 
passports for German and Austrian 
reservists returning home. This is due 
to the fact that in every case investi- 
gated the passport was one of a neu- 
tral country.

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GERMANY FELS GROUND] OOO PERSONS HURT 


FOR PEACE: PROPOSALS 


That Is the French View of the 
Speech of Bethmann- 
' Hollweg. 


Paris, December 11.—Paris news- 
papers express the opinion that behind 
the outspoken remarks of Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, German chancellor, in 
his address to the reichstag may be 
perceived a desire for peace. 

“Germany’s plan is evident,” says 
Gabriel Hanotaux, former foreign min- 
ister, in The Figaro. “While the chan- 
cellor rattles the sabre and proclaims 
Germany’s undiminished strength and 
determination to win, the socialists 
are put up to feel the ground for peace 
proposals, through their international 
connections in neutral countries.” 

The Matin asserts the chancellor, not- 
withstanding his great ability, has 
failed to hide the truth concerning 
Germany’s straits. 

“The idea that Germany could lack 
anything suggested astonishing revela- 
tions to him,” it says. ‘“‘We learn that 
our enemies have such fabulous quan- 
tities of potatoes that three-quarters 


fof them are used for purposes other 


than food. 

“Naturally the situation in the Bal- 
kans is exploited. The fraternity in 
arms with the Bulgarians and Turks is 
celebrated with deep. emotion, but what 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg did not say 
is that Germany’s allies are becoming 
so expensive to her that exchange with 
both America and Switzerland is fall-, 
ing against her daily in appalling pro- 
portions,” 

In The Petit Journal Stephen Pichon, 
former foreign minister, draws the con- 
clusion from the chancellor's speech 
that both sides are equally determined 
to continue the struggle. 

SWISS COMMENT 
ON PEACE OUTLOOK. 

Berne, Switzerland, December i11.— 
(Via Paris.)—Commenting on the 
speech of Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg in the reichstag, The Bund 
says:

Prior to the adoption of the consti- 
tutional amendment a large portion of 
northern Colorado was “dry” territory 
under the local option law passed in 
1907.

Palmer, who laid out much 
of the land upon which the city was 
built, having barred saloons in deeds to 
property.

Denver alone return- 
ed a “wet” majority, the figures favor- 
ing retention by approximately 10,000. 
George A, Carlson, an avowed adherent 
of the “drys,” was elected governor at 
this time. 

Summary of Meastre. 

The ensuing legislature enacted a 
measure designed to enforce the pro- 
hibition amendment and to provide pen- 
alties for its violation. This law was 
enacted by a unanimous vote’in the 
senate. 

The law prohibits manufacture, sale 
or giving away of liquors, but pro- 
vides that liquor may be secured for 
sacramental, private and medicinal use, 
under certain restrictions. Purchasers 
for sacramental purposes are required 
to pay an annual license fee of $1. 
Physicians are permitted to issue only 
numbered prescriptions, which must 
state the date and hour and specify 
the malady of the patient. The pre- 
scription must not call for more than 
four ounces of liquor, is not valid after 
48 hours and cannot be refilled. Whole- 
sale druggists must pay an annual li- 
cense of $100 and retail druggists $5 to 
handle intoxicants. Private consumers 


may receive liquor through common 
carriers, signing a receipt in the form 
of an affidavit, showing the goods are 
for no other purpose than medicinal or 
private consumption. Bach package 
must be labeled to indicate its contents 
and a fee is charged to cover the cost 
| of filing a record of deliveries with 
the secretary of state, required month- 
ly of railroads and quarters of firms 
handling. liquor. 

Violators are subject to severe pen- 
alties. First offenses are made mis- 
demeanors, carrying fines of $100 to 
$300, or a jail sentence of thirty days 
to six months, or both. Second or sub- 
sequent offenses within five years are 
made a felony, Punishable by a peni- 
tentiary sentence of from one to three 
years for an individual or a fine of 
$1,000 to $3,000 for corporations. Of-

“LEVELING” OF RATES , 


In Asking Extension of Ei- 
fective Date of New Rates, 
Shippers, Will Claim Lack 
of Opportunity to Present 
Their Side. 


Delegations from every important 
city in the southeast, representatives 
of shippers of this territory, will go 
to Washington next Tuesday to urge,: 
at the continuation of last week's hear- 
ing, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to extend the effective date of its 
order revising interstate tariffs to 
points in thé southeast. 

The hearing will be held before the 
fourth section board and the suspension 
board of the interstate commerce com- 
mission sitting jointly. * 

It is expected that these boards will 
hand down their decisions at a very 
early date, since it is necessary that 
such a decision’ be handed down before 
January 1. In event these boards view 
the case of the petitioners unfavorably, 
the petition will be taken before the 
interstate commefce commission itself. 

The order revising interstate freight 
tariffs to the southeast was issued un- 
der gection 4 of the. interstate com- 
merce act of congress. The cammission 
has set January 1, 1916, as the date: 
oe this revision shall become effect- 
ve. 

Plea ef Shippers. 

At the hearing Tcssean the dauvilatal 
shippers of this territory will plead 
that section 4 has been misconstruéd, 
and that the revised tariffs instead of 
being a mere “leveling” of rates, so to 
speak, will result In a very material 
average increase throughout the entire 
southeast. The proposed change in 
rates, it is claimed, will be sp as wil. 
eccasion irreparable damage and in-

The railroads, itis alleged, have 
spent $700,000 in compiling and pub- 
lishing the proposed new tariffs, work- 
ing some eighteen months on this mat- 
ter before the shippers and public were 
made aware that there would be so 
material an incredse as is indicated 
now. 

With such alleged, conditions immi- 
nent as a result of the order, the ship- 
pers will claim -that neither they nor 
the public _have had opportunity to 
present their side of the case and will 
present to the commission, reasons why 
such.an order should not be made ef- 
fective. Attorney W. A. Wimbish; rep- 
resenting. the shippers of the entire 
southeast, stated yesterday, that while 
the railroads argue that the shippers 
should have appeared before. the fourth 
section board, some two years ago, 
when it sat in various centers in the 
southeast gathering data, the shippers 
had at that time no occasion what- 
ever to appear, for the réason that at 
the time no definite or formal action 
had been taken by the board or the 
commission and that there was at that 
time not so much as a formal petition 
asking action pending. ‘These shippers; 
he said, therefore, would not have 
known to what they should offer pro- 
test had they been inclined to appear. 

This, Mr. Wimbish considers as a 
most imperative reason why the com- 
mission should now grant extension 
until the shippers have opportunity to 
be heard. He urged this point strong- 
ly before the Voard last week. 

No Prefit to Small Shipper. 

Another point which will be stressed 
next week .will be that, even though 
on the face of the proposed revision 
of tariffs, the shipper in the small town 
would appear to profit, that such will 
not be the case, for the reason that 
he will find that he will continue ‘to 
purchase at the same distributing cen- 
ters and that the rate from the pro- 
ducer to distributing center will be so 
increased that the shipper in the smal 
town will inevitably find: himself and 
his customers bearing the burden of 
this increase.

In recent years Yuan Shi. Kai had 
become the most conspicuous person- 
ality of the Orient through his efforts 
to bring his 400,000,000 fellow yellow 
men into line as citizens of the new 
republic of China. The task of turn- 
ing this most ancient and backward 
of kingdoms into a republic, within 
whose confines there was a fifth of the 
world’s inhabitants—a republic four 
timés as large as the United States— 
was obviously no easy one and the man 
who attempted it did not escape storms 
of criticiam from those who held that 
hie was a dictator, virtually founding 
a new dynasty. But among foreigners 
generally Yuan Shi Kai was given 
credit for: as able an administration 
as could be expected under. the cir- 
cumstances. : 

Long before Yuan Shi Kai was wide- 
ly known abroad he had Leen accepted 
by the Manchus, the Chinese andthe 
foreigners in China as a coming man.

Business Men Are Working 
to Put ,This Thoroughfare 
on Par With Whitehall and 
Peachtree. 


“Marietta street—the new business 
section of Atlanta”—is the slogan of 
a number of prominent business men 
working to make this a leading busi- 
ness street on a par with Whitehall 
and Peachtree. Active efforts to bring 
this about will be commenced imme- 
diately after the holidays when ap- 
pointed comimttees will have surveyed 
the situation and will report on the 
best methods to pursue. . 

This movement has met with hearty 
support from business men in all sec- 
tions of Atlanta. All those who have 
been broached on the subject are said 
to see in the move a proper rounding 
out of the business district and the 
utilization of many valuable spaces for 
general commerce. 

At an enthusiastic meeting held last 
week a permanent organization was 
perfected, the Marietta Street Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ association. 
The officers elected were J. R. Wal- 
A raven, Fulton Supply company, chair- 
“man; George O. Barrett, Elaborated 
Roofing company, secretary, and Wal- 
ter Taylor, city clerk, treasurer. 

Overlooked Good “Bet.” 

While this organization is out to 
boost the city generally in every pro- 
gressive undertaking, its members say 
that the city’s business men have 
passed over the “one best bet” in nut 
estahlishing concerns along Marietta 
street. They speak with pride of the 
various houses that line other streets, 
but they maintain there is no necessity 
for Atlanta’s business development to 
become unwieldly by reaching out too 
far from Five Points, when there is 
such excellent virgin territory within 
walking distance of the city hall. 

They point to the width of Marietta 
and say that there is no other thor- 
oughfare in the city that is capable 
of handling so much traffic, and in its 
length capable of accommodating 50 
many business blocks. It is .also the 
main artery to “downtown” from the 
northwest side of the city, and at the 
same time furnishes excellent building 
sites within easy reach of the various 
shipping points. 

“We want more retail houses on this 


street.. We have the places for them 


a and the people generally would welcome 


them,” said one of the Marietta street 
merchants. “Development of the pos- 
sibilities is only a matter of time un- 
der thé proper direction. Regardless of 
the great things before us, however, we 
will begin with the fundamentals. We 
want the whiteway which now stops at 
Cone street, or three blocks from Five 
Points, extended for many blocks. 
Among other things we shall first ask 
for better street car service, new walks, 
various public comforts and desirable 
tenants for the few vacant stores.” 


Outgrowth of Festival. 


The Marietta Street Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ association was a Gi- 
rect outgrowth of the Harvest festival. 


The business men of this district first 
organized to obtain floats represen- 
tative of their firms. They became ac- 


quainted, many of them, for the first. 


time. ~ e spirit of co-operation for 
the results of one week so gripped them 
that they intend to work together for 
e business future of Marietta. 
In the early days of the city Ma- 
rietta street was the main business 
section. Here were the chief retail and 
wholesale firms and the first banks. 
Here, too, were the hitching posts at 
which all the farmers stopped when 
coming -in for market days. Then it 
became the center of the trader and 
later the site of manufacturing plants. 
Because of this, largely, and not for 
topographical reasons or for commer- 
cial convenience merchants and bank- 
ers began building on other streets. 
Now that the seller of calves and the 
establisher of foundries have long since 
gone to other :laces the business men 
of Atlanta wish to take advantage of 
the locations which remain.

He 
immediately entered the service of the 
confederacy as a soldier and went to 
the front. His eyesight failing, how-

After the war he returned to Geor- 
gia to face the conditions which chal- 
lenged the best efforts of sturdy man- 
hood, energy, olear wits and determi- 
nation. These qualities he had and 
‘In the 
old field school in Wilkes,.on one oc- 
casion he was called upon to read 
hiss essay at the Friday afternoon ex- 
ercises. He unfolded a manuscript of 
foolscap paper and read a long essay 
on the “Evils of Intemperance.” When 
asked to hand in his essay for cor- 
rection and criticism the teacher found 
the paper perfectly blank. He had ex- 
temporized the essay. This indicated 
his native mental ability. 

His Cow Lot Grew. 

He traded and trafficked and accu- 
mulated a small sum,of money. One 
large farmer on one occasion said to 
him: “Jim, why don’t you attempt 
eomething besides trading—here, you’ve 
bought a dried up, poor-land farm of 
a few acres, that is so sorry it will 
not sprout peas?’ 

Young Smith’s determination was in- 
dicated by his reply: “I'll get along. 
Some day my cow lot will be as big 
as your whole plantation.” The predic- 
tion came true literally. 

He took a contraet to furnish ‘ties 
for the old Georgia railroad and accu- 
mulated more money—investing it in 
lands, usually adjoining tracts he al- 
ready had. From his first little farm 
bought in Oglethorpe county in 1866 he 
accumulated lands till he owned more 
than .25,000 acres of as fine land as 


adding tracts in other sections of north 
and middle Georgia. In recent years 
he owned many valuable pieces of town 
property also; among the lot many 
blocks in the business section of the 
city of Athens. He had mortgages to 
the extent of more than $100,000, it is 
said, on the Tabernacle property in At- 
lanta, on the hospital and on BesstTe 
Tift college. Other holdings also he 
had and his estate is estimated at more 
than $4,000,000. 
Elected to Senate. 

In 1876 he was elected representative 
to the legislaturé from Oglethorpe 
county and served until 1881. In 1883 
he was elected to the state senate. He 
was more than once a delegate from 
Georgia to the national democratic con- 
vention, and was an elector in the

the town of Canton. They greatly re- 
gret and acknowledge the fact that 
there has been three disastrous fires 
in the county-within the week, the 
first being the two large barns of Mr. 
Gus Gogg ns, which were destroyed by 
fire last Saturday night, entailing a 
loss of something like $75,000. ‘this 
fire looks to have been of an incen- 
diary origin, but Mr. Coggins has rer 
ceived no warnings of any nature and 
does not know of any personal enemy 
who would wish to do him an injury 
of this nature. It has been reported 
by the daily press that a condition of 
terror reigns in Cherokee county; that 
the negroes were in a state of panic 
and were leaving the county, all of 
which is an error, as no negroes are 
known to have moved from this sec- 
tion and are following their daily du- 
ties just as usual. There seem to be 
many different opinions concerning the 
origin of the fires that destroyed the 
property in the Hickory Flat section, 
Lut the officers of the law are on duty 
and no doubt will be able to solve 
this mystery to the satisfaction of the 
peor and those concerned. It has 
een reported that Cherokee county 
has had ten fires within the past week, 
but the Coggins fire, with the two fires 
at Hickory Flat and the boys’ dormi- 
tory at Waleska, are the only ones of 
any serious consequence, and it is 
stated with authority that the fire at 
Waleska was purely of an’ accidental 
origin. It is also stated with author- 
ity that the fire at Ball Ground was 
quite likely an accident. The ware- 
house was situated close to the rail- 
road and could have been fired by 
sparks from a passing train. It was 
stated that oil had been poured on the 
building, but it was afterwards found 
that water had been taken from bar- 
rels around the depot that had con- 
tained oil and thrown on the fire, which 
created the impression that the build- 
en been oiled previous to being 
red. 


Concerning the reported depredations } 


in the town of Canton, nothing of any 
serious consequence has happened here. 
It is true that a few shots of dyna- 
mite have been exploded in vacant 
places, evidently by boys operating 
with a Christmas spirit, or with inten- 
tion to tantalize and annoy the police 
force, but it is not believed that they 
have any intentions whatever of doing 
any damage. 

It was reported that a small fire 
started in the residence of Mr. Jabez 
Galt, but it turned out to be the burn- 
ing out of a chimney. It was also 
stated in the papers that a fire had 
been found kindled on the steps of 
The, Cherokee Press, a new newspaper 
here, but it is reliably, stated that. this 
fire started on the ‘interior of the 
building among some old papers: that 
had been packed back to one side, and 
the theory is advanced that it caught 
from the stub of a cigar or cigarette 
that was thrown down by someone 
passing up or down the stairs of the 
Luilding. 

No county and no town in this or 
any other state has better people than 
those of Cherokee county and Canton. 
They are law-abiding, industrious and 
honest, and they resent the fact that 
they, as a whole, have been humiliated 
iby the reports that have gone out to 
the country at large, such reports in- 
volving the people generally in the 
depredations committed by one or a 
few parties, and those acts — en- 
tirely foreign to the actions of our 
people in the past, not approved of 
at the present, and every effort will 
be made by our good citizens and of- 
ficers to apprehend all guilty parties 
and to prevent a recurrence of these 
outrages. *

A moving picture, showing the every- 
day life of the Siberian prisons with 
their cruelties and injustice, will be 
presented at the Central Congregational 
church Tuesday evening, December 14. 

The film will be explained and elab- 
orated upon by Mr. W. Blanchard 
Moore, formerly instructor in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, who will present 
his subject dressed as a convict exile: 

Mr. Moore has made two trips to 
Siberia and Riigsia, having gone as a 
representative Of a western press club 
to investigate with credentials, in- 
dorsed by high United States officials, 
and was equipped with a complete 
photographic outfit. For seven months 
he traveled through “darkest Russia,” 
and on one occasion was arrested as an 
American spy and cast into a Siberian 
prison for two months. He was subse- 
quently arrested six times and detained 
from one to forty-eight hours, and he 
has therefore a personal experience of 
the “death hells” of Siberia, that few 
travelers know anything about. 

During his first trip to Russia, Mr.

THE GREATEST OF CHARI TIES. 


“The greatest of these is Charity,” was 
long ago said of the three cardinal virtues. 

There are several kinds of charity. There 
is the charity of the pocketbook, the charity 
of the mind and the charity of the heart. 

But the “greatest of these” is the charity 
of the heart—the charity which feels the 
human thrill, which sees and appreciates the 
‘struggles, the woes and the pains of others, 
and is willing to make some brief mental or 
physical sacrifice to assist in their allevi- 
ation.

His recent message to congress suggested 
the’ formation of an advisory board of rail- 
road’ men, manufacturers and technical ex- 
perts, including those lines whose service 
would be absolutely essential in the case of 
conflict. He has not only suggested the 
establishment of such a board, but has deter- 
mined to begin its organization in the near 
future. ; 

Such a board would be able to systema- 
tize information regarding national resources 
to the extent that these would be made al- 
most immediately available in case of neces- 
sity. Transportation plans might easily be 
devised under which concentration orders 
could be immediately carried out by the rail- 
roads of the United States. Manufacturers 
could furnish reliable data as to output, and 
just what might be expected of them in case 
of emergency demand. 

There are still other features to be con- 
sidered. Both armies and navies would be 
useless without iron and steel. The iron

GERMAN OPTIMISM. 


German military optimism as to the out- 
come of the war has from the first been at 
high-water mark, and the victories of the 
German armies over a wide sweep of terri- 
tory may serve to keep it there, notwith- 
standing the recent riotous unrest in Berlin. 

But it is said that this spirit of optimism 
is eminently characteristic of the people at 
home, who are making sacrifices for the war. 
Thus, a correspondent of The New York 
Evening Sun, commenting on the allied star- 
vation plan for Germany, calls “German 
hunger” a “blessing.” The correspondent 
says: 


The figures you give of Germany’s 
shortage in normal times are mposine is 
the a gregate, but when analyzed, how 
insignificant they are. Thus 450,000,000 
pounds of meat a year, when the popula- 
tion is 65,600,000, means only about one- 
third of an ounce per dav per capita. One 
and a half million tons of grain means 
only two ounces a day per capita. 

his is far from starvation; in fact, 
I think the Germans will positively be 
better off with the smaller ration. Fat- 
less and meatless days once a week are 
wholesome and beneficial. Perhaps that 
is the reason why the Germans are fight- 
ing so well. , 


So, even if hungry, they would be hope- 
ful. In their philosophy all happens for the 
best, and the worst is not to come. 

It is, indeed, an optimism worth while, 
and due, in large measure, to German effi- 
ciency in meeting emergencies. _ 


WHO IS THE AFRICAN? 


upon the attitude of the Allies toward his 
nation, says: “They treat me as if I were 
an African.” ° 

When we think about the treatment of 
neutrals by: some of the European nations 
engaged in the present war, we may well 
ask, as among these neutrals, “who is the 
real African?” 

It is true, there may be several .of them. 
The Washington Post points out that Greece 
‘is not the only nation which has had to 
suffer, because of the failure of the Allies 
to meet certain imperative conditions con- 
fronting them. They have made “goats” of 
more than one country, and they are per- 
sisting in their effort and purpose to throttle 
all neutral commerce that gets within the 
longest arm’s length of an enemy, even 
though only neutrals are involved in it. 

It really looks as if the United States, in 
submitting to English domination of her 
commerce with neutrals, is more of an “Afri- 
can” than Greece has been made by any 
Allied demand. Quoting King Constantine’s

humiliate him as to compel the cessation of 
his: commerce with recognized neutral coun- 
tries, or continually to seize his cargoes upon 
the high seas, when they were neither con- 
traband nor, so far as could be proven, des- 
tined for an enemy. | 

It is true the United States would not per- 
mit any nation in the world to use Boston, 
as King Constantine suggests, for purpose 
of comparison to the situation at Salonika, 
as a basis of invasion of Canada. Neither 
would it permit similar use of any other 
port or city in this country. 

Nevertheless, it is true that the United 
States have permitted England to seize car- 
goes of meat, cargoes of cotton and cargoes 
of other products from this country, destined 
solely for neutral.ports and valued at many 
millions of dollars. These seizures have not 
been permitted without protest, but so far 
that protest has been unavailing and there 
is no present indication that it is going to 
accomplish anything. 

Considered from the standpoint of money 
value, this attitude of belligerent nations, 
particularly that of England, has damaged 
the United States more than any other na- 
tion; perhaps more than all other nations 
put together. The worst part about it is the 
destruction is still in progress. We cannot 
safely ship today a bale of cotton or a meat 
carcass to the most neutral of all the Euro- 
pean nations. : 

The question not unnaturally arises not 
so much as to who is the African as “who 
is the biggest African of them all?” 

There is no doubt whatever that King 
Constantine has company, and in his com- 
pany is one of the largest, the foremost and 
most powerful of all the neutrals.

Besides the gold cover of her circula- 
tion (still amounting to more. than one-third 
of the face value of her bank notes, and 
actually in the vaults of the Bank of France), 
the inflow to the Bank of France from the 
people’s private reserves has averaged $40,- 
060,000 a month since July, and it is con- 
tinuing undiminished. 

Even if continued at that weekly rate up 
to the end of the year, this wouid amount 
to only one-third of the gold supposed to be 
held in private hands in France, and appar- 
ently ready for the government in case of 
proved need. Again, with ali the loss from 
seven manufacturing departments ‘occupied 
by the enemy, French industry is still turn-. 
ing out 70 per cent of its normal produc- 
tion. The agriculture of the territory not 
held by the enemy is alone nearly equal to 
the task fulfilled by French agriculture for 
many years of peace—to satisfy native con- 


sumption. ; 

And I have not mentioned one part of 
the revenue of bk'rance during the last years 
of peace—a revenue which certainly cannot 
be greatly diminished as soon as peace is 
declared again. This is the revenue from 
foreign travelers and from purchases they 
make—estimated at $600,000,000 a year, and 


paid in gold.

The Holland Letter 


Two reports came to New York from the 
Pacific slope in the late summer and early 
fall which were not in agreement. The inti- 
mation in one of the reports was that the 
stimulating industrial and commercial effects 
of the European war which had been felt 
east of the Mississippi were not observed 
upon the Pacific coast up to early autumn. 
On the other hand, it was asserted that the 
Pacific slope, and especially California, was 
instantly conscious of this stimulating im- 
pulse, and this was due to the fact that the 
bélligerent nations were seeking to buy 
fruit and other fdod products in California, 
as they were elsewhere. 

But, whatever the. conditiois were last 
summer, very gratifying reports came to 
New York of commercial aetivity all along 
the Pacific coast. They are feeling it in the 
far northwest, Oregon and Washington, and 
it may be that the disaster to the Panama 
canal is serving somewhat to increase rail- 
road traffic to and from the Pacific coast. 
The San Francisco disaster in 1906 was fol- 
lowed by a very large increase of tonnage 
upon the Union Pacific system, both ways, 
and this increase in part explains the pros- 
perity of that system. 1 | 

From that vast section of the country of 
which Minneapolis is. the commercial and 
financial center, and which is.the ninth dis- 
trict of: the federal reserve system, have 
come within a day or two authoritative re- 
ports which tell not only of present business 
activity throughout that region, but also of 
the promise of constant increase. There is 
the authority of John H. Rich; chairman and 
federal reserve agent of the federal reserve 
bank of Minneapolis, for this statement, Mr. 
Rich does not hesitate to say that there has 
been a surprising lift in business during the 
past three weéks. It is permissible to quote 
from his personal communication these 
words: “It has come suddenly, but shows in 
a wave of optimistic forecast for 1916, which 
seems to have struck all of our territory from 
the Great Lakes to the Rocky Mmotntains.” 

Sudden Coming of Prosperity. 

Whether the stimulating effects of the 
war caused a sudden and recent growth of 
commercial activity upon the Pacific slope 
itself or whether the effect of the war was 
instantly felt in the fall of 1914 in California, 
there is the assertion of Mr. Rich that in the 
vast region in which the federal reserve bank 
of Minneapolis is the center this Hft in bust- 
ness activity came suddenly;-beginning about 
three years ago. ‘ey ie nS 

In the report of crop and business condi- 
tions in the northwest issued by the federal — 
reserve bank of Minneapolis it is stated that 
one of the most favorable of the stimulating 
impulses is the opening of the new -plant: of 
the Minnesota Steel company near Duluth. 
The furnaces will require two thousand tons 
of iron ore a day and will be capable of an 
output of one thousand tons of pig iron every 
day. it will give employment to sixteen hun- 
dred men and will pay in wages'about a hun- 
dred thousand dollars a month. At present 
steel billets alone will be produced at the 
plant, since there is some delay in complet- 
ing the equipment of the rail and the other 
mills. This plant, when complete, will be 
modern—in fact, the most modern plant of 
the kind in the United States, even in the 
world. 7 

The federal reserve bank of Minneapolis 
received in November many communications 
which gn the whole reflect competent opinion 
from business men and from bankers through- 
out the entire ninth federal reserve district 
From some of them it is permissible to quote.

Chairman Old “Trail Roads 


Committee Reports for Year'| 


The marking of the old roads and 
trails is an important work that will 
eventually take a deep hold on the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
‘tion. In every state there is a general 
awakening on the subject of preserv- 
ing historic trails and the opening of 
new roads, makes it quite necessary 
that markers be put on the deserted 
pioneer roads. 

For. several years the state chair- 
man of the old trails road committee 
has advocated the planting of trees, 
shrubs and flowers along the highway 
and several of the south Georgia coun- 
- ties have taken up the work of beauti- 
fying some of the public roads in this 
section. “Arbor and Highway day” 
will be celebrated in Pierce and Ware 
counties and possibly other counties 
will soon take up the work. 

Road work is a new departure for 
‘the Doughters of the American Revo- 
lution, but making history is quite as 
important as preserving history. “To 
be a factor in the building of a na- 
tional highway is che noblest effort we 
may ever put forth, for the highway 
that we advocate will not only pre- 
serve histo and conserve national 
ideals, but Fin add to the sum total 
of human welfare.” As a result ef 
the good roads spirit Georgia will fall 
in line with other states by having a 
great highway passing through the 
state with a D. . road sign at 
every crossing. 

The only people in Georgia who are 
not bidding for the great trunk line 
to pass their way are the people who 
live on the borders of the Okefenokee 


ewamp. These people are perfectly | 


contented with the Indian trails that 
connect the islands in the swamp with 
a causeway of almost petrified wood. 
The Indians on their journey from the 
country lying to the southwest of the 
Okefenokee swamp to St. Marys used 
the trail which skirts the swamp to 
the south and crossed the north branch 
at “Pine Log,” leaving that part of 
the stream that connects the swamp to 
the left. The longest trail in the 
swamp is the one that has its begin- 
ning in the Pocket, crosses Jones 
island, passes through Billy's island, 
extends through Charlton county and 
crosses the entire length of Floyd's 
islandinits onward course to the Cow 
House. The trail that has its begin- 
ning on Craven's island passes Minnie’s 
island, crosses the boat route and 


then Billy’s island and ends at Honey 
island. A trail on the west side of the 
swamp has its beginning on the banks 
of the Suwanee river and extends 
through a portion of Ware county and 
ends ohn Honey island. A trail that is 
very much used at the present time is 
one that has its origin in the northern 
part of Black Jack island, passes a 
nameless island, enters Soldiers’ Camp 
and passes Ellicott’ss Mound in its 
course to St. Marys. 

The did trails in the swamp are 
easily traced, but there may come & 
time when all traces of them will be 
lost. A man who surveyed the swamp 
before it was sold to the Hebards, of 
Philadelphia, has recently made a 
splendid map of all the islands there, 
tracing the trails and designating the 
Indian mounds. This map was given 
to the chairman of the old trails road 


committee. 

In 1827, Thomas M. Randolph, at 
that time Georgia state commissioner, 
in a letter to Seeretary of War James 
Barbour, in regard to the line that di- 
vided Georgia and Florida, says: “The 
surveyors must be exact in the infor- 
mation they furnish, for any deviation 
ve on the Georgia side of the 
Florida’s most valuable 
part of the great Okefenokee swamp, 
in which, besides its capacity to under- 
go general draining, there are some 
of the most fertile lands of all the 
south.” 

It matters not how much the friends 
of the state of Florida wanted her to 
have the best part of the Peppers « the 
state of Georgia received a valuable 
portion together with interesting trails 
and mounds. A railroad extending 
from the Georgia side of the swamp 
has been built to Billy’s island over 
one of the old trails and the almost 
impenetrable fdérest is being opened 
for travel to be once again used by a 
human race. 

“The chairman of the old ¢rails road 
committee has written letters to all of 
the chapter regents of the state ask- 
.ing their co-operation in the historic 

work. A great many letters have been 
| written ‘to different parts of the state 
in regard to authentic history of the 
old trails and roads. A pamphlet from 
*the chairman of this committee will

‘taining a history of eighty trails and

There comes a memory of the news 


of Georgia's secession, and the enhusi- 
asm that followed as blue cockades 
were made and pinned on the hats of 
men both young and old. 

This memory is followed by the dec- 
laratioh of war and the call to arms, 
which came soon after. I can see a 
brave mother with tears streamin 
from her eyes buckling on the gword 
about her soldier boy, and sending him 
to defend the rights of his state and to 
protest home and fireside. Scarcely had 

er boy mounted his horse and spurred 
him out of sight when she turned aside 
to commit into her Father’s care her 

and her cause.

t san see her again with other brave 
mothers going from factory to factory 
to get bolts of cloth to cut into gar- 
ments for the boys on the field. I 
can see these women as they gathered 
into a Ladies’ Aid society to pack boxes 
of clothing and good things to eat for 
the boys at the front. * 1 can almost 
hear the click of the knitting needles 
so rapidly were socks finished for 
those boxes. I can see the Brussels 
carpets taken from the parlor floors 
and cut-into blankets to protect our 
seldiers from the snows on Virginia’s 
mountain sides. I can see the melted 
tallow poured into moulds to take the 
place of the impossible sperm and wax 
candles then. I can gee rolls of cot- 
ton wick, after being dipped into boil- 
ing beeswax and tallow, cooled and 
wrapped about corn cobs—i rovised 
confederate candles by which the chil- 
dren could ecuey. 

I can see the family carriage high up 
on springs, ‘with the ste that un- 
folded down, and then folded up, filled 
seh ‘merry, happy children sent to 

ather sumach, green walnuts and poke 
berries to dye the thread to weave into 
I can 
see the parched rye and potatoes, sub- 
stitutes for coffee, being. prepared by 
“Aunt Lucy,” the faithful old cook. I 
can see the look of expectancy as the 
mail -arrived—especially that strained, 
anxious look when news of a battle 
was reported. 

I recall that daily trudge across the 
college campus to the noonday prayer 
meeting at the chancellor’s office, 
where the Christian mothers met to 
ask God to ete their loved ones, 
and if it be His will, to give victory to 
our arms. 

I recall the fast days those mothers 
observed when, as a child, I held a bis- 
cuit in my hand watching the gun dip 
into the west, the signal when that 
fast could be broken, Ah, talk of her-

‘called to the front the plantations and 


the town and city homes with the 
heusehold servants. were left to the 
wives to direct. In perfect trust those 
southern men took up arms and com- 
mitted their loved ones to the care of 
those faithful servants—we never 
called them slaves—and never once was 
this trust betrayed. Crimes, now 80 
common, were not feared then, because 
never heard of then. Those faithful 
ones would have died in defense of “Ole 
Miss and her chillun, because Ole Mar- 
ster told ’em to do it.” 

The training received on the ‘planta- 
tion had fitted these women for such 
responsibilities. Yes, talk of heroism 
—the confederate soldier's wife was 
truly heroic! 

The sweethearts of ’61— 

Another memory comes when a pupil 
at Lucy Cobb, a day pupil coming’ in 
aftér the school bell had assembled us 
for prayers, brought the whispered news 
that our Athens boys were leaving for 
the front. The news spread rapidly, 
and without leave or license, without 
bonnet, hat or gloves, out of the win- 
dows which opened on the long veran- 
dah, these Buoy Cobb girls poured— 
boarders as well as day pupils. Not 
a moment stayed they; heeding not the 
loud commands. On they sped, past 
the forbidden boundaries of the yard, 
unchaperoned, and unattended; nor 
stcpped until the Georgia depot, then 
the only depot in Athers, was reached. 
They wanted to say goodby to their 
lovers and brothers—and they did! 
Maidenly reserve seemed forgotten, and 
kisses were given freely and farewells 
were long drawn out. 

As those boys in their new uniforms, 
looking so handsome, young and brave, 
mounted the train, hats were waved 
in silence on their part, and handker- 
chiefs in silence on the. part of those 
sweethearts and sisters left behind. As 
the train rolled out of sight, with tear- 
dimmed eyes, those school girls retraced 
their homeward steps. Teachers, who 
had followed from behind, were there 
to escort them home—not to utter words 
of reproach and not to punish for this 
violation of rules. Few lessons were 
heard or planned that day—hearts 
were too sad for study, and yet not 
one realized that that separation would 
probably be forever here on earth! 

The news came socn of a battle, and 
many were the hearts .crushed by the 
death list that fo!lowed. 

Those sweethearts of '61 had been the 
beautiful, charming belles of ’60. 

All honor, then, to the mothers, wives 
and sweethearts of ’61. Let us who 
are here today give thanks that we are 
the descendants of such heroic souls!

Best Methods of Rearing Children

AVE you ever noticed that 
when a baby comes into a 

* family almost every one ob- 
serving it can see in it the image 
_of one or other of the parents, grand- 
parents, aunts or uncles? Have you 
ever stopped to consider what this 
means? It merely shows that the 
offspring has a marked resemblance 
to its ancestry, whether it is in a di- 
rect or indirect line. As the child 
grows one can also see traits of char- 
acter and of disposition resembling 
one or both parents, and the older it 
gets the more marked the similarity 
of physical and mental attributes. 

Have you ever known a woman 

who plays some. instrument very 
well, one who had studied years, 
here and abroad, and was lovked upon 
as a “wonder’? When this woman 
' married and had a little daughter, 
both the parents and other relatives 
waited for the time when the child 
would show signs of musical genius, 
but as the child grew and developed 
it not only showed no inclination to 
be taught but was not even fond of 
_ music. The mother was educated to 
music and had, by years of hard work, 
learned to play well, but as educa- 
tion cannot be inherited, the child 
was not benefited. i 


Mother’s Desire Given Child. 


Take another instance of a woman 
who, never having the advantage of 
study but with a strong desire for it 
and an inborn talent, gives birth to 
a child. This child may inherit this 
desire and early show signs of mu- 
sical inclination, because the actual 
mental condition of talent is trans- 
mitted to the offspring. 

The Chinese for years bound the 
feet of their children to make them 
small, but the desire to change na- 
ture was not accomplished, for at 
birth the feet of the Chinese children 
are normal. Science has shown that 
these phenomena occur in accord- 
ance with rather definite laws; these 
we call the laws of heredity. 

A man named Mendel, an Austrian, 
has done more for science along the 
lines of heredity than anyone else. 
He was greatly interested in agricul- 
ture. He began his experiments with 
garden peas. During the course of 
his experiments hé cultivated about 
thirty varieties. He found that by 
crossing these various strains in defi- 
nite ways the results produced were 
always the same, He became s0 6x~- 
pert in handling these that he could 


foretell the exact kind of pea which 


he was about to produce by the cross- 
ing of the strains. This 
what is known as Mendel’s law or 
Mendelism. This law imparts the 
fundamental principle involved in 
heredity, and is briefly as follows:

these desirable accomplishments by 
training or education, let us ponder 
well which of the actual physical and 
mentol states are most advantageous 
to the ideal human being, and try by 
selection to foster and continue these 
through our offspring. 

Knowing and recognizing certain 
defects, let us by the same law of 
selection not continue breeding these 
types. Then they must inevitably dis- 
appear. The laws of selection, which 
will one day be governed by the state 
as well as the heart, will then start 
the campaign for the perfect child.

OYSTER SOUP-—Put a quart of 
milk into a double boiler. When it fs 
scalding hot add a pint of milk in 
which three tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch have been blended. Add a 


‘ piece of butter the size of an egg, a 


half teaspoonful of salt and a quarter 
teaspoonful of pepper. Stir slowly 
while adding this to the milk in the 
double boiler and continue stirring 
until it is as thick as boiled custard. 
Drain a quart of oysters and add 
them to the mixture. Let them cook 
until they begin to shrivel @ little 
and then serve hot. 

WHITE CAKE—Mix together one 
cupful of sugar, two ta jlespoonfuls 
of butter, one and a hal cupfuls of 
flour and same amount of milk. Ad@ 
whites of three eggs, two small tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one tea- 


gpoonful extract of lemon and a few 


drops of extract of bitter almonds. 
NUT CAKE—Stir together one cup- 
ful of butter, two. and a half cupfuls 
of sugar, one cupful of milk, four 
cupfuls of flour, one teaspoonful of 
lemon extract, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and six eggs. When 
baked, put frosting and walnut cakes 
on top. This makes two large cakes. 
BEET SALAD—Cut cold cooked 
beets in one-fourth-inch slices cross- 
wise and cut into cubes.

one or two simple directicns may 
be given to the amateur, who is timid 
about the use of the piano, to shcw 
that it is a comparatively easy matter 
to play an accompaniment for a sim- 
ple ballad. Even slight knowledge 
of music is sufficient to give one a 
great deal of pleasure in ‘he home if 
another member of the family or a 
guest has a good voice. 

Obviously, when a sheet of music is 
placed before you to read the first 
thing for you to do is to determine 
in what key it is written. One flat 
may be F major or D minor, for in- 
stance; but if you turn to the last 
chord and notice thé bottom note in 
the bass the key will be found. It is 
important to do this because if the 
song is in D minor all of the C’s aré 
made accidentally sharp. Next no- 
tice the time signature. Whether it 
be common time or three or six in 
the bar it must be remembered that 
the first note in each bar is accented 
unless the directions are to the con- 
trary. 

Next consider the tempo. Notice 
carefully whether the composer se- 
lected a rapid or a slow pace for his 
composition. Many amateurs start a 
martial air like a dirge or a solemn 
song in a polka style because they 
have been too hurried to learn the 
spirit of the song. It is a very im- 
portant thing to know what a song is 
about and if possible to read the 
words before starting the accompani- 
ment. This much helps the accom- 
panist tremendously. To get into the 
right spirit before beginning is half 
the battle. It is a fatal mistake al- 
ways to start nervously, dash into ths 
opening bars and ruin the entire song.

Accompanists, above all others, should 
be calm and collected or a fiasco 
surely will result.

These come purely bred in white and 
purely bred in black. To illustrate 
No. 1 of the law: If a pure bred 
black is mated with a pure bred black, 
the offspring is always 4 purée bred 
black, likewise with white. 

To illustrate No. 2 of the law: if 
a pure breed white and a pure breed 
black are mated all offspring are biue- 
ish in color. 

No. 8: When a hybrid blue ts mated 
with a hybrid blue, one-half of the 
offspring will be blue, one-fourth 
black and one-fourth white. If there 
are four young, one will be white, 


- one black and two blue. 


Difficult to Determine Strain. 


This same law works out invariably 
in the breeding of animals, when the 
pure breed can be procured for the 
stari. In the breeding of human be- 
ings the questien becomes complex, 
so that it is impossible in a given 
species, as the white, to determine 
which is pure strain. The pure strain 
of the South African negro or the 
Mongolian can easily be determined, 
however, on account of color.

- It 
is not the essential inheritance of 
children of “good families,” It is 
the delicate product of careful training. A 
proper regard for mine and thine is ef- 
fected by a thousand subtle influences of 
heredity and environment, home and school 
and community conditions, physical and 
mental health. 7 
So says Dr. William Healy, director of 
the Juvenile Psychopathic Institute and 
adviser of the Juvenile Court in Chicago, 
who gives the parent, teacher and social 
worker the benefit of broad observation in 
his recently published book entitled “Hon- 
esty.” It is a foundation for a new 
“Science of Conduct.” An extract from 
the ‘book follews: 


By DR. WILLIAM HEALY. 


Physical diseases and disabilities In a 
wide range are found to be incidentally 
correlated with thieving and to be contrib- 
uting factors. We might enumerate many 
of these physical abnormalities. First 
among them, and easiest to appreciate the 
‘effects of, are those bodily conditions that 
bring about failures, disgatisfactions and 
irritations in school life and lead to tru- 
ancy and its consequent bad companion- 
ship. : 

We might mention defective vision, for 
instance. Here is a boy with poor eye- 
sight who has never enjoyed his work in 
the schoolroom, With a great sense of re- 
lief he stays out, and the enticements of 
street life thereupon become many. He 
has no money, and as a natural conse- 
quence may get into petty thieving. 


Schoolroom Breeds Disease. 
It is hardly necessary to go through the 


list of ailments which may cause dissatis- 


faction with the closed-in life of the ordi- 
nary schoolroom. We have found anemia, 
general poor conditions of nourishment and 
development, defective hearing and many 
other ailments responsible for thia social 
and educational misfortune. Much has 
been made of diseased conditions of the 
nose and throat, and no doubt they are im- 
portant. 

A child who is a mouth breather and 
who has large adenoids is quite apt to do 
poorly on the work that other children 
perform with ease. This leads to the irri- 
tations and consequences we have just 
mentioned. Many local condition’ tend to 
produce the same outcome—none of them, 
however, would one lay special stress on as 
cause for stealing, although in every case 
they should conscientiously be sought for. 
The truant-thief presents a problem that 
is best studied under the head of truancy ; 
the stealing is secondary. 


Part Development Plays. 


Some physical conditions that are not 
nearly well enough understood as causa- 
tive of delinquency belong in the categories 
of overdevelopment and premature devel- 
opment. If a child is possessed of a super- 
abundance of energy and lives in an en- 
vironment that cannot provide materia! 
proportionate to his needs the reaction may 
be delinquency. We studied a boy of 14 
years who was 6 feet -in height and aston-

Pneumatic Armor 
for Motorcyclists

PNEUMATIC armor has been patented 
for the purpose of saving the lives of 
motorcycle riders and particularly racers, 
‘who, with this protective garb, may smash 
into each other or dive into a fence with- 
out the least regard for the consequences. 
The armor consists of a one-piece suit of 
stout material into which the wearer is 
laced, 
Attached to the exterior of the suit is a 
long tube curled back and forth until the 
- entire person of the wearer is protected by 
a cushion of air. The latter is pumped into 
the tube in the same manner as a tire is 
inflated, and when it is desired to pack 
the suit the air may be allowed to escape 
so that the outfit will take up as little 
space as possible.

In such cases a 
great deal of care is needed; less, however, 
on account of stealing than because of 
other delinquencies: A free country life 
with plenty of opportunity for physical 
exercise and normal adventure is highly 
desirable.

Vitus’ dance, ‘etc.. we may consider unfor- 
tunate physical states through which the 


will is weakened and the individual be- 
comes an easy prey to temptation from 
within or without. The main source of 
those physical conditions that bring about 
a weakened will and lead to stealing is 
pernicious sex habits. Considerations of 
the same sort apply to any other cause of 
physical depletion; we can include the 
wasting of any chronic disease, and pam 
ticularly the results of poor hygiene. 


Cannot Resist Temptations. 


The boy who starts out in the morning 
after haying spent a night breathing air 
deficient in oxygen, for example, is much 
more prone to be a victim of temptations, 
to be easily led by bad companions, than is 
the individual who 1s in possession of full 
physical and mental strength. We by ne 
means want to urge the conclusion, how- 
ever, that the majority of delinquents are 
suffering from atrociously bad physical 
conditions. Indeed, we observe that among 
children it is very often the most active 
ones who engage in certain forms of steal- 
ing. But in this matter, as elsewhere, 
there are many varieties of individuals, of 
factors and temptations. 


Why Forests 
Prevent Floods 


T HAS been show" that forests prevent” 

the rapid melting of ice and snow, and 
thus avert or modffy floods in the spring. 
Mountains also pla; an important part 
with regard to floods. By intercepting 
drifting currents of moisture-laden air 
mountains are active agents in precipitat- 
ing rainfall; and, unless they are protected 
by forests, the waters pour down into the 
valley in destructive torrents. 

The evergereen trees, particularly the 
spruces, are especially useful In control- 
ling these torrents. Under all spruce for 
ests there is a large deposit of. what 
woodsmen call “duff.” This is composed 
of partially decayed trees, bark, needles, 
cones and mosses. 

This duff varies from one to six feet in 
thickness, and has the power of absorbing 
and holding water like a sponge. During 
the heavy spring rains it becomes thorough- 
ly saturated with water, which gradually 
oozes down the mountain sides into the 
streams in summer. The trees also pro- 
tect the snowfall from the rapid action of 
the sun in spring, thus restraining floods 
from that source also. 

The protéction of the forests therefore 
is the surest and safest way in which te 
prevent destructive inundations They are 
really natural storage reservoirs, not hold- 
ing back great masses of water ‘n bulk, 
which may ‘be released by the breaking 
of some dam, and carry terrible destruction 
before them, but storing it in the capillaries 
of the spongy soi] and yielding it gently 
and continuously during the season when 
most needed.

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And How the Sometimes Tragic Difficulty 

of Taking Another Woman’s Place in 

a Man’s Heart Can Be Complicated by 
the Presence and the Actions of a 


HE “Lemon Husband” sounds 


as though it were the title of 
a whimsical comedy in which law views as cruel -and inhuman 


the wife’s name was “Perfecta 
Peach.” But he is a serious proposi- 
tion, not an entirely new develop- 
ment in the marital stories that run 
serially through the divorce courts, 
but a new classification brought into 
the legal record. 

Then, too, the “Substitute Wife” 
has made her apeparance, not a 
creature of laughter and jest or of 
citrus classification, but one of pe- 
culiar pathos. Both the man and the 
woman whose troubles have brought 
into use the terms that comprehend 
them are to be .pitied—they are mis- 
fits in the particular marital. pattern 
into which it was attempted to fit 
them. 

The “Lemon Husband” was de- 
veloped in the courts of New York, 
and, strange as it may seem, the one 
to whom ‘this distinction was given 
by the pretty woman who told a most 
interesting story on the stand was a 
well-known lawyer, who, in his day, 
has had to do with cases in which 
“Lemon Husbands” figured, only they 
‘did not have that classification. It 
remained for his clever wife to give 
legal currency to the term. 


Lemon and Highball. 


Mrs. Frances Busby McCormick 
was the unqualified wife of the as- 
sistant district attorney of New York 
up to October last, when the court 
awarded her a separation. She had 
called him her “second lemon”: and 
when the fashion in which highballs 
figured in the evidence is considered, 
the lemon is not inept as a character. 
ization. But though the court did 
not pass upon the point, in accepting 
the testimony as to the treatment of 
her by her husband, it was given the 
definition of a “Lemon Husband,” at 
least from Mrs. McCormick’s view- 
point. 

Had she charged him specifically 
with being a “Lemon Husband,” we 
might have had an expression from 
the court upon this new figure, which 
would have fixed it for years and 


years to come in American jurispru-: 


dence. But as it was, the infusion of 
lemon was merely collateral. The es- 
sential fact was the only thing con- 
sidered, and here are some of those 
upon which the court based its find- 
ings. 

“Mrs. McCormick,” says the decis- 
fon, “further describes a course of 
conduct by her husband consisting 
of periodical drunkenness, abuse and 
profane language, driving her with 
violence from his bed, compelling her 
to sleep in other portions of their 
dwelling and refusing to permit her 
to occupy the bed with him. | 

“She describes his unnecessary or 
unexplained absence from home for 
periods of more than a week in some 
instances and an unnecessary and 
excessive parsimony in her support 
considering the circumstances. 

“While it is perhaps true that more 
drunkenness, abuse and other acts 
of ill treatment other than the unpro- 
voked violence alleged, when taken 
by themselves, fail to furnish: legal 
grounds upon which the court may 
render a decree of separation, it can- 
not be said that, when regarded in 
the light of a general and continuous 
course of conduct, they may not at- 
tate that degree of wrong which the 


treatment.” 

The revealing of just what a “Lem- 
on Husband” is had the effect in New 
York and its vicinity of developing 
a surprising number of the citrus 
misfits, some of whom vehemently 
protesting against such a classifica- 
tion.

- WwooD That Can Be EATEN 


HE scarcity of food and animal 

fodder which the war has 

caused has compelled the Ger- 
tans to look about for substitutes, 
among which wood naturally pre 
sents itself? Thé idea of using wood 
as food is not new. In famine and 
sieges the supply of flour has often 
been eked out by the addition of 
ground bark and sawdust, 

In the great famine of 1816 and 
1817 the chancellor of a German Uni- 
versity experimented with wood, and 
published an article on the art of 
making bread of wood. Prof. Haber- 
landt has recently made‘a thorough 
study of the food value of wood, He 
has found that the wood of trees con- 
‘stitutes, to some extent, a reserve 
supply of material, and that it con- 
tains,. especially in winter, . large 
quantities of sugar, starch and oil, 
and small quantities of albumen. 
_ These foodstufts | are found only in 


living wood, i.e., in the sapwood, 
twigs and branches, not in the heart- 
wood of the trunk. Soft woods, such 
as pine, birch and linden, contain 
much oil, but very little starch, while 
hard woods contain a large amount 
of starch, from one-fifth to a quarter 
of their bulk consisting of starch- 
yielding tissue. 

Maple, poplar, elm, linden and 
birch appear to be the woods which 
are most suitable for food. -It is too 
early to decide to what extent wood 
can be used as food. Of course, it 
would be absurd to make bread en- 
tirely of wood meal, but a small pro- 
portion of this might be added to the 
flour. It seems quite possible, how- 
ever, that wood may be utilized as 
fodder for animals, if the cost of 
grinding the wood to the very fine 


condition which is necessary for di- 


gestion is not too great in proportion 
to the food value.

“Lemon Husband.’ 


One cannot shut a memory. out 


from a house by process of.law, but 
one may complain of the deliberate 
making of that memory a galling 
reality. Not all of the subtle wis- 
dom of the law comes from the au 
gust higher courts; for did not Jus- 
tice Duffy, famous in New York years 
ago for the originality and off-handed 
justice of his decisions, pass upon 
this very problem of the “Substitute 
Wife,” though she was not so named 
in the proceedings?

After spending seven years of his 
life as a Chinese missionary, living 
through the horrors of the great Chi- 
nese revolution, which held the anx~- 
ious eyes of the civilized world for 
many months, and seeing the Japanese 
invasion of German-Chinae a year ago, 
Dr. James McFadden ton, for years 
a prominent Atlanta physician, has re- 
turned to America for a stay of several 
months.’ He and his wife are visiting 
his sister, Mrs. T. B. Gay, of 176 Juni- 
per street, Atlanta. | 

The story of Dr. Gaston's seven 
years in the Orient is an unusually 
gripping one. His life among the yel- 
low race was filled with stirring in- 
cidents, through which the Atlantan 


always emerged safely. : 

As a result Dr. Gaston is considered 
the most eminent missionary physician 
in the northern part of China, where 
he has built a large missionary hos- 
pital, and is even now engaged in 
building still another. 


MANY DIFFICULTIES 
OVERCOME. 


Though success in a large measure 
has crowned Dr. Gaston's effort, it 
was not an easy battle from the start. 
He was handicapped by many things 
when he first went to the Orient as @ 
missionary physician, representing the 
Southern Baptist convention. His firat 
step was to learn the various Chinese 
lingoes, which he has mastered. Then 
his next step was to make friends, and 
his surgical genius greatly aided him 
in doing this. He soon had attracted 
to his side a number of the most prom- 
inent Chinese citizens of Laichowful, 
Shantung, North China, who were 
drawn to like the American physician 
and surgeon because of his great 
knowledge of his science. 

Scores. of prominent Chinese mer- 
chants, suffering from the ill effects 
of disease, sought Dr. Gaston's advice. 

And thus his work grew and the 
rich natives began to contribute to the 
expense of his wonderful native hos- 
pital. 

But Dr. Gaston does not fail to give 
great credit to his wife, who has been 
a source of great comfort to him in 
Mrs. Gaston is 
a little woman who is full of energy. 
Her husband never fails to consult her 
on every big undertaking. 

Dr. Gaston is the son of the late Dr. 
James McFadden Gaston, one of At- 
lanta’s best known surgeons. 


WOUNDED SOLDIERS 
CARED FOR. 


His hospital at Laichowful is known 
as the “Mayfield Tyzzer,” and is con- 
sidered the best one in North China. 
It was at this hospital that Dr. Gaston 
was able to get a keen insight into 
the political affairs of the great na- 
tion of the Orient. Hundreds of sol- 
diers during the revolution’ of 1910, 
which shook the Chinese empire from 
one end to the other—soldiers of the 
imperial guard and revolutionists as 
well—fell into his care when wounded 
during battles in the province of Shan- 
tung. From these men Dr. Gaston 
often extracted crude leaden bullets

“While joining the sevenfold @n- 
tente at present might benefit China 
by assuring peaceful relations with 
Japan as long as the present Euro- 
pean was lasts, yet, on the other hand, 
as soon as the war is over the entente 
weuld come to an end and China 
would gain no lasting assurance of 
peace with the Japanese. There is a 
very bitter feeling in China against 
Japan’s recent invasion and seizure 
of government territery and ports, 

“China has nothing to gain -in the 
sevenfold entente and I believe she 
will refuse to enter, although both 
England and Japan have large com- 
mercial and financial interests ia 
China which might be influencial.” 


RIDICULE CRY OF 
“YELLOW PERIL.” 


Referring to the assertions that} 
China will some day become a menace 
to the civilised world, what is general- 


ly called the “yellow peril,” the famous 
missionary said: 

“China is a peaceful nation and only 
desires to be left alone. I believe that 
China will become a great world 
power commercially, but that she will 
never seek to become a terror to other 
Nagions of the world. China's attitude 
towards America is a most peaceful 
one,” 

Dr. Gaston speaks most encourag- 
ingly of the universities of China, the 
schools and the hospital work, especi- 
ally that being begun by the Rocke- 
feller foundation and China medical 
board. Near his own hospital, the 
“Mayfield Tyzzer,” he is now building 
another hospital, to be known as the 
“Kathleen Mallory,” the money being 
furnished to the Southern Baptist con- 
vention by the Baptist women of Ala- 
bama. 
¢ Dr. Gaston says that a great work is 
being done by the Pekin Medical col- 
lege, which was recently purchased by 
the Rockefeller foundation from the 
— and Church missionary socie- 

es. 

“The Shantung Christian university, 
at Tsinanfu, hag all of the departments 
of a modern, American institution,” 
said Dr. Gaston. “This institution has 
the departments of arts, theology, med- 
icine and other allied arts and 
sciences.” 

He spoke interestingly of occasional 
revolutions among the students in. 
some of the Jargest colleges. 

“Sometimes the students become 
restless,” said Dr. Gaston, “and they 
will revolt against the order of things 
in their institutions. This feeling of 
unrest shows that China Is progressing 
and the students are leaders in the 
wave of progress which is now sweep- 
ing over the Orient. Sometimes these 
student revolutions cannot be put down 
until the authorities are called in and \ 
force is used. 

“Foreign professors occupy the im- 
portant chairs in the larger universi- 
ties, and their influence on student 
life is a great factor in the cause of 
modern civilization being instilled into ( 
ancient China.” 

Dr. Gaston gives great credit to the 
missionary colleges of China, and pre- 
dicts that they are destined to a won- 
derful growth. 

Dr. Gaston will remain in America 
until the beginning of next fall, during 
which time he will take up some im- 
portant improvements he is planning 
for his work in China. He will visit 
many .parts of the south, where he 
will tell of his missionary work in the 


Orient.
